AN ELABORATE OPINION 
ON DOMESTIC INFELICITY. 


DAUGHTER LOVED HER HE CANNOT FIND THAT HER LIFE 


WAS EVER IN DANGER 
FROM DEFENDANT. 


HER CONDITION NOT 
RENDERED INTOLERABLE. 


'Mr. Yerger, the Court Says, Was More 


Vehement Than He ‘Knew, but 
He Loved His Wife and 
Was Faithful. 


Mrs. Helen A. Yerger has failed to se- 
cure a divorce from her husband, George 
A. Yerger. Judge Spencer denied her pe- 
tition Tuesday. 

In diem‘ssing the 

“Plaintiff 


case, he said: 

a divorce from her hus- 
band on two grounds: (1) That he has cf- 
fered her such indignities as to render her 
condition intolerabie, and (2) that he has 
been gu'lty of such cruel and barbarous 
treatment as endanger her life. 

“The same evidence is relied on 
tain each charge. 

“I have examined my notes of the tes- 
timony taken at the trial and carefully 
considered the able arguments furnished 
me by the learned counsel in the case, and 
[ can come to no other conclusion than 
that which I formed at the close of the 
tria.—that the plaintiff's bill be dismissed. 

“The. facts in the case presents them- 
selves to my mind as follows: 

“The defendant is a quick-tempered, ner- 
vous man, of jealous disposition and with 
limited self-control. W hen angry, his voice 
is much wilder and his manners much more 
vehement than he imagines. 

“His conduct toward his wife on several 
occasions during the eight years of their 
married life has been far more quarrelsome 
and ill-tempered -and inconsiderate than, 
from the testimony, he seems to realize, 
but with it all, I am convinced he has been 
much in love with his wife and sincerely 
apologetic to her for his conduct as soon 
as it was over, though such sorrow unfor- 
tunately does not seem to have resulted in 
as radicala change of action as might have 
been desired.

his love for her and his jealousy, as well, 
would be excéedingly incensed when he 
found them out. 

“Such being the case, it was without 
question her duty to avoid them, in the 
first instance; and it also followed that she 
had no complaint to make of any angry 
words or conduct such as are shown in 
this case to have been caused by his dis- 
covery of her own indiscretion. 

“Wives and husbands are alike required 
to conform themeéelves to the dispositions 
and peculiarities of each other, and it is 
no excuse for one to act in a manner dis- 
tasteful and objectionable to the other, 
merely because such acts might be for-

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—W. A. E. Moore, 
convicted of robbing Martin Mahon. a ho- 
tel keeper of this city, by the “badger 
game,"' was to-day sentenced to 19 years in 
State prison. 

The new trial of Fayne Strahan Moore, 
alleged wife of the man convicted, will not 
take place until the latter part of January. 
In the first trial the jury disagreed 

The pub.ic has become well acquainted 
with the history of the woman since the 
trial begar, but less has been written of the 
man. 

Just when Fayne Strahan first met Wil- 
liam A. E, Moore and under what ecircum- 
Stances is a matter of doubt. Moore Is the 
son of wealthy parents, and but for his 
waywardness might now be an ornament 
to the best society of Cleveland, O., his 
native city. 

His father was Smith Moore, who was 
always looked upon as a man of affairs. 
Lut he became involved in a tanglement 
with a woman and his wife was granted a 
divorce. ‘“Billy.”” as he was familiarly 
called by his associates, was a wild youth, 
and when his father died he was cut off 
without an inheritance. But he had been 
through Oberlin College was naturally 
shrewd, and was in every way capable of 
going out into the world and making a 
mame for himself. He ¢hose to live b 
his wits, and if the lice officials of Buf- 
falo, whither he drifted from Cleveland, 
are to be credited, he chose the very lowest 
way of doing it.

Dr. Rowland Says His Instrument Will 
Send Four mongnges at Once. 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 27.—Dr. Henry A. 
Rowland of Johns Nonikine University has 
perfected arrangements for a practical test 
this week of his multiplex telegraphic In- 
setrument, to determine whether four mes- 


sages can be transmitted at the same time 
in different directions. The tnetrument will 
endeavor to send four messages at the 
fame time to Pittsburg, and to receive 
the same time in this city four messages 
from that city. 

The sending instrumente are fitted with 
keyboards like typewriters. Eight Is the 
regular number of messaces the instrument 
is designed to handle at once, but ten couid 
be taken without inconvenience. Each key- 
board must have a person to operate it; 
the economy ih labor ts at the receiving 
end. The «ix operators rattle ahead with 
their messages as rapidly as they choose 
and without regard to one another. One 
of the devices of the instrument adjusts the 
words in such a way that the space letters 
of the reepective messages can not start on 
the main wire out of the regular turn. Ae 
the receiving station, the Rowland rece!ver 
performs tts work without human aid. The 
fight messages are automatically separated 
and dietributed to six instruments. These 
print out the messngee as fast as received.

No Explosives Were Used and Nobody

left standing open. 

The rovbery was discovered about 8 
o clock yesterday morning by the janitor. 
The bars of the outer:.vault door were 
ihrown and the clock was going. The two 
inuer doors to the vault were locked. The 
outer door of the safe. which also 
time lock on it. was found open. 
quired an hour for the officia:s to work 
the combinations of the upper and lower 
inner doors. When these were opened it 
Was discovered that almost all the gold and 
paper money in the safe had been stolen, 
None of the silver or notes were taken. 

Livery window and door opening into the 
room Was examined carefully and the doors 
and locks on the vaults were closely in- 
spected, but not a mark was found to in- 
dicate that any violence had been used 
upon the inner doors of the small inner 
vault. The combination and tumblers still 
worked almost the same as before, the 
only noticeable difference being that they 
seemed to work harder and there was con- 
siderable difficulty experienced in opening 
the inner doors for the firet time. 

The police worked about the bank until 
noon, and found no clew except three rough 
hand-made Keys. One was a key such as 
is used to change the combination of safe 
locks, and the other two appeared to be 
ordinary keys. Whether or not these keys 
were used can only be conjectured, but 
it is certain that they could have been of 
no use on the time locks of either the main 
Vault or inner safe.

on the morning of the trial. Indications 
promise that the trial will be one of the 
most interesting ever held in a Jackson 
County court room. The_ fact that the 
young man is a son of the famous Jesse 
James, Missouri's most noted bandit, will 
draw great interest to his trial. Missouri 
would have been made famous, in a way, 
had no other man than the elder James 
ever lived in the State. The stories of his 
desperate deeds in the old border days have 
been told over and over s0 many times 
that there is scarcely a person in the 
United States who has not, at some time 
or other. heard about him, Those who 
have taken an interest in the younger 
James look for one of the greatest trials 
ever held hereabouts.

Court of Appeals Gives Him an A. O. U. 
W. Death Benefit.

The of Appeals Tuesday reversed 
and remanded the case of the Grand Lodge, 
A. O. U. W. against Plizabeth Dister et al. 
Mlizabeth Dister is the daughter of Johr 
Schoeneck, deceased. He wae insured in 
favor of his wife for $2000 in the order 
After his death and before the payment of 
the money, his wife died. Frederick M. 
Dister was made administrator. He de- 
manded payment of the $2000, claiming it 
was a part of the estate of Schoeneck. 

The order refened payment on the ground 
benat under the law the money could not be 
applied by any process to meeting the ob- 
ligations of the certificate holder, or any of 
h:s beneficiaries. The order held that the 
money should be paid to the Schoeneck 
and went to court to have 
construed, and asked that it be 

to pay the money into court. 

“he court ordered the money paid into 
court, and directed all the parties to inter- 
plead for it. The defendants appealed. 

The Court of Appeais in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Bond, held that the purpose 
of the statute was to exempt a benefit cer- 
tificate fund from tnvoluntary application 
to the debts of the beneficiaries.

CHARGED WITH 


Arrested Here. 


HE WAS BOOKKEEPER FOR 


SECRETARY NEISON ALLEGES 
THAT $3000 OF THE FUNDS 
ARE MISSING. 


KING DECLARES HE 
NEVER TuOK A CENT. 


He Says a New System of Bookkeeping, 
Inaugurated Last May, Is Re- 
sponsible for a Misap- 
prehension. 


John M. King was arrested Monday night 
and locked in the Central District hold- 
over on a charge of being wanted in Bluff- 
ton, Md., for a $2000 embezzlement. 

King was bookkeeper for the Bluffton 
branch of the National Torpedo Company, 
also operating under the name of the Em- 
pire Glycerine Company. He had no fam- 

y. lived a rapid life and spent money 
freely. 

In July last King shipped his trunk to 
Chicago, and, without any leave-taking, 
followed it the next day. A week later Mr. 
Neleon Francis, the secretary of the com- 
pany, hearing nothing from King, became 
suspicious and ordered an investigation of 
his books. It is alleged a shortage of near- 
ly $300 was discovered. King was a shrewd 
accountant, and it is eaid he covered his 
tracks to the extent that the exact amount 
of the defalcation could not be ascertained. 

The police in the different Southwestern 
cities were notified and Monday night King 
was arrested by Detectives Walsh and Mc- 
Carty. 

Tuesday morning King spoke freely on 
tthe subject, and laughed when asked about 
the amount. “‘Why, it was nothing like 
$300),"" he said. ‘If any shortage was dis- 
covered it would probably only amount to 
00. I never handled a cent of the money.

“T can easily explain this matter, and it 
will be fixed up when 1 go back. A new 
system of bookkeeping was introduced in 
May and I could not handle it very well. 
It was a loose system, and if there are 
any mistakes they are due to that cause. 

I 
had $100 with me and that did not belong 
to the company.” 

King said he was surprised when arrested 
and thought. his friends in Bluffton would 
straighten out the affair. King is a man 
of prepossessing manners and dressed in 
the height of fashion, About his personal 
history he is reticent and refuses to state 
what he has’done in the six months that 
have elapsed since his disappearance from 
Bluffton. 

He will be held by the police until the 
Bluffton sheriff, who has wired that he has 
Started tor St. Louis, has arrived. No 
requisition will be necessary.

ATTY.-GEN. CROW MAINTAINS 
THERE ARE NONE IM- 
PLIED. 


The Supreme Courtof Missouri has been 
asked by Attorney-General E. C, Crowe 
to pass upon s°cveral questions of great in- 
terest to the public in its relation to street 
railway companies. 

Whetaer one company can legally buy 
or or absolve the lines of another company 
is one of the questions at issue. If it 
or abolish the lines of another company 


known and described as the ‘‘Lindell grab,” 
which was recently granted the LAndell 
Railway, will be annulled. 

The suit ts on the nature of a quo war- 
ranto proceeding. The Attorney-General 
holds that the charter granted the Lin- 
dell in 1864 did not and does not confer the 
right to do anything except what it speci- 
fles—that is, to construct, maintain and 
operate street railways. This Attorne y Gen- 
eral Crow maintains, does not mean right 
to purchase or lease other lines. If this 
contention be right, the franchise granted 
the Lindell is void. 

If the Lindell’'s franchise is void it ts 
argued that of the Central Traction Com- 
pany can aleo be reveked, and it is said 
Attorney General Crow will attack it as 
soon as the Supreme Court passes on the 
questions he has raised in ‘his sult. 

Hie petition is long and contains an ex- 
haustive ioistory of the Lindell company, 
ehowing what powers are specifically con- 
ferred on it by its charter and relating 
those that are assumed asaright. He asks 
that the company be required to ehow by 
what warrant it claims to have the lib- 
erties, privileges and franchises it enjoys. 
These assumed rights are set forth in the 
petition as followe: 

1. Of extending, constructing, maintain- 
ing and operating a street railway with a 
Gouble track within the city of St. Louis 
on and along a route described as follows. 
Beginning at the intersection of the tracks 
of the Forest Park, Laclede and Fourth 
Street Railway Co. at Laclede avenue. where 
the same intersects Channing avenue, thence 
northwardly along Channing avenue to and 
into Cook avenue, thence westwanily along
